A SPORTING GYPSY

celebrities blossom, bloom and pass into oblivion 
every day. When the latest hero of the prize ring 
arrived in the Metropolis there were automobiles wait- 
ing tor him, manned by editors of tue yellow journals; 
gangs of street arabs, engaged for the occasion, were 
there with ready cheer and gladsome mit, waiting for 
the shower of silver which tradition has made impera- 
tive forevery champion to rain uponthem. He was 
followed through the streets by a horde of sightseers, 
and enjoyed the distinction of attracting more atten- 
tion than the President of the United States. He 


| realized the importance of making himself solid with 


the newspapers, and the first few days of his sojourn in 
the Metropolis were passed in the studios and editorial 
sanctums, where he posed and was interviewed until 
the story of hi» extraordinary meeting with Mister 
Jeftries became a veritable nightmare to the readers of 
the papers. 

While I am afraid so much notoriety may result in 
the undoing of @ possibly good man, the fact remains 
that he is a pretty good sortof a fellow, and even if he 
does not succeed in redching the goal of his ambition 
he will at least have the satisfaction of making himeelf 
popular with the people who follow the ring and the 
doings of its heroes. The new man made a distinctly 
favorable impression upon me and [ am disposed to 
believe he will make a success of the profession into 
which he has perchance fallen if he can keep a level 
head on his shoulders. Every move and action be- 
speaks the athlete and his giant frame and well-devel- 
oped body denotes the possession of great strength. 
Hie is smooth shaven, wit: a fair complexion, and bas 
high cheek bones. His countenance is weather beaten 
and his jaws show determination. He speaks in a 
slow, deliberate manner and weighs every word. He is 
not built on the rugged lines of Jeffries or Sharkey, but 
more like Corbett and McCoy. 

The conversation naturally turned upon the subject 
of his recent victory over Jeffries, and the manner in 
which he told the story of the occurrence suggested to 
me that he had been interviewed to death and would 
just as soon talk about anything else. Thuis is the way 
he told it: 

“While working in the mines at Butte, a friend came 
to me one day and said that Jeffries and Fitzsimmons 
would soon be in town. ‘They are offering any one $100 
whom they cannot stop in four rounds,’ said my friend 
Well, | thought that, being near C'lristmas, I would 
like to earn t1e $100, and so I told my friend that when 
the combinat.on came to Butte I would agree to meet 
Jeffries and earn the money. I quit work two days 
ahead and rested. 

“Tt was the first time I had put the gloves on in two 
years and I was a bit afraid that I would not acquit 
myself as well as I hoped to. As soon as ! went against 
Jeffries | saw that the champion was holding me 
cheaply, expecting to trim me inafew rounds. He 
was laughing and did alotof rushing. But I wasn’t 
seared a wee bit and instead of running away, just 
merged in. Jeffries, who, by the way, was not in the 
best of shape, was surprised. I remember that the first 
attempt I made was with my right. Ishotit straight 
from the shoulder. Jeffries was coming toward me 
and the blow landed on his jugular. It was a bard one, 
but not as hard as I can hit, because I was only there to 
stay, not to Knock any one out. 

“Well, when I landed, Jeffries winced and went back 
afew paces. When the round was over I could see 
that he was angry. and I expected him to sail in for me 
in the second. In this respect I was not mistaken for 
when he came after me he pummelled me often under 
the heart. The blows hurt and I took them in order to 
get my right »ver. We were to have broken clean, 
Lut he violated the order and I followed suit. Near the 
close of the second, as best as I can remember, I nailed 
him with the right in the solar plexus. He was coming 
to me and my punch sent.him to the ropes, and in 
coming forward he went to his knees, 

“IT knew then that I would not bave any trouble in 
staying, so we mixed it up in the third, with the result 
that he put me down with a similar body blow. When 
the fight was over and the referee gave the decision to 
me I realized that I had done something unusual, and 
naturally [felt proud. The next night Jeffries offered 
me $1,000 to meet him again; but I declined, for I 
figured that I can get more than that when we fight 
again,"’ 

& 

Clark Ball, who was formerly Fitzsimmons’ 
munager, but who is now looning after the interests of 
Jack Munroe, the latest prize ring luminary, has 
promised Tom Sharkey that he will be the first man to 
don the mitts with the Butte C'ty miner in a legitimate 
bout. When this will eventuate, however, may be con- 
sidered in the remote future. for Ball has wisely agreed 
to exhibit his protege throughout the country for $800 
per week, and the collection of this easy money is of 
paramount importance just now, and will be until 
Munroe’s value as a stage attraction shrinks a bit.

Iam tired of allowing him to go about the 
country advertising himself at our expense. I want to 
go On record as stating that he isa third-rate dub and 
that if anvone thinks he is not a dub just get him to 
face me for three rounds and let him earn $1,000 if I 
fall to knock him out.” 

Looks like Fitz was getting a little of his own medi- 
cine.

Ever since “Philadelphia Jack” O’Brien 
came back from England with the titles of middie and 
heavyweight champion of that country concealed 
beneath the voluminous folds of a big fur-lined over- 
coat he has protested his eagerness to fight Tommy 
Ryan for the middleweight championship of the world. 
So earnest did O’Brien make his appeais for a match 
that many people were misled into the belief that he 
was sincere. Ryan, too, had an idea that the Phila- 
delpbian wanted to fight until he expreseed a willing- 
ness to make the match, stipulating the usual weight 
limitations, when O’Brien began to quibble over the 
details, finally refusing absolutely to meet the cham- 
pion unless he consented to handicap himself in the 
matter of weight, giving O’Brien an untoward and un- 
reasonable advantage. Finally Ryan’s patience be- 
came exhausted and he consented to his rival's terms, 
and the announcement appeared that he and O’Brien 
would fight before the International A. C., of Fort 
Erie, on Feb. 2. Bexides the championship, a purse 
of $6,500 to hinge on the result of the bout. Match- 
maker Herman, of the Fort Erie Club, who had been 
authorized by O’Brien after his bout with Weinig, at 
Buffalo, to sign articles of agreement with Ryan if an 
opportunity presented itself, naturally thought every- 
thing was settled until a few days later when the fol- 
lowing announcement was made: 

“Philadelphia Jack O’Brien to-day had his right 
hand, which has been troubling him ever since his 
fight with Al Weinig, examined by the X-rays. It was 
found that the knuckle bones of the middle finger had 
been broken. The bones were beginning to knitina 
wrong position and it was necessary to rebreak 
the bone. It will be at least a month before O’Brien 
will be able to again have the use of his hand and all 
fights he had arranged for the next two months will be 
cancelled.’’

W.A. Phelon,a pugilistic critic, who has 
long been identified with the rin, writes me as tollows: 

“W. A. Phelon, who is prominently connected with 
the Chicago clubs, wishes the management of some 
good New York, Brooklyn or Philadelphia lightweight, 
or,in fact.of any good man at 122, 126,133 or 140 
pounds. Does not wish to coax any man away from 
his present manager, but will find room in Chicago for 
any well recommended boxer who wishes to try his 
sill in a new field. Man must be white, and, prefer- 
ably, Irish or American.” 

Of course, Mr. Phelon is not actuated by philanthro- 
pic motives entirely. Out of the $60, which is the aver- 
uge winner’s end in a Chicago bout, he will ‘‘cop”’ the 
usual 50 per cent., the manager’s end, to repay him for 
his influence in getting his man introduced; about 
twenty-six cents for stationery, postage stamps and 
postal cards used in offering the services of his protege 
to the club managers; a dollar or two spent over the 
bar in entertainment, and when the poor fighter gets 
“his’n,” after paying his board, training expenses 
and car fare, he finds he owes himself money. No, 
Mr. Phelon; I don’t think there are any New York, 
Brooklyn or Philadelphia lightweights who want any

are getting $2.25 per and collecting it regularly, and 
until the fighting game presents more alluring pros- 
pects than it does at present, many of them are content 
to turn the lightning on and off for the daily stipend 
nbove referred to.
